North Central 
Short Of Fuel

North Central Airlines said 


Monday it will be forced to 
eliminate 30 of its 220 daily 
flights—including 
two late 


morning flights in and out of the 
Twin Cities—if a cut in its jet 
fuel supply is not restored. 


The company said the cutback 


in flights would begin Saturday, 
unless an appeal to the Federal 
Energy 
Administration 
for 


(FEA) 
for 
more 
fuel 
is 


approved. 


North Central said it will be 


especially hard hit by a FEA 
order to refineries that supply 
aviation fuel in flve midwestern 
states to divert 15 per cent of 
their production out of jet fuel to 
heating until March 31. The 
FEA said the order is aimed at 
averting a possible shortage of 
fuel oil for hqmes and industries 
in the five-state area during the 
current winter season. 


The 
refineries 
supply 


Michigan, Minnesota, North 
Dakota, Wisconsin and Illinois, 
which is the heart of North 
Central's network. The FEA. 
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orders were issued on Jan 
and 25. 


An airline spokesman said 


North Central is uniquely hard 
hit by the jet fuel cutback in the 
five states because most of its 
flights do not go outside of the 
area and cannot get available 
fuel outside. It is not practical to 
ferrs fuel in from outside the 
region, the spokesman said. 


Most other lines that serve 


cities in the five states also 
operate outside the region and 
are able to obtain fuel on the 
outside. 


Flights 911 and 904 will be 


cancelled at Ross field during 
the cutback period, North Cen- 
tral announced, unless its plea 
for a bigger allocation is 
approved. Flight 911 is from 
Chicago to Boss Field, leaving 
Chicago at 11 a.m., and Flight 
904 is the turnaround flight 
from Benton Harbor to Chicago

ing force. The road commission 
is responsible for plowing 1.936 
miles of road. 


If the additional heavy equip- 


ment had not been hired, some 
roads in Berrien would still be 
plugged today, Webb said. 


Webb provided" the budget 


figures 
to this 
newspaper 


following a meeting yesterday 
of state and county officials 
called to "critique" emergency 
procedures taken during the 
snow storm. 


Webb said during the meeting 


that 60 per cent of the county's 
roads still needed widening to 
provide for the next snow storm. 


Unless the state or federal 


government 
provides 
some 


reimbursement 
for 
snow 


removal money already spent, 
the road commission will have • 
to cut back on some of the road 
maintenance and construction 
projects scheduled in 1977, he 
said. 


The Federal Disaster Assis- 


tance Administration (FDAA) 
has already announced that it 
turned down Gov. William 
Milliken's request that it reim- 
burse snow-clobbered counties 
in Michigan for money spent 
during the late January snows- 
torm. 


The FDAA did provide direct 


assistance to some 11 counties, 
including Van Buren, Cass and 
Allegan, under which totally 
snow-blocked roads could be 
opened by private contractors 
hired directly by the Army 
Corps of Engineers. Roads with 
one lane open were not eligible 
for this assistance. 


Tom McCall, director of the 


Berrien sheriff's department's 
office of emergency prepared- 
ness, said county officials 
should put pressure on Gov. 
Milliken in an effort to obtain 
snow removal reimbursement 
money. 


He said he reconmicnded that 


the county board of commis- 
sioners ask Milliken to petition 
President Jimmy Carter to 
declare parts of Michigan a 
major disaster area. 


Such a designation would 


mean that Berrien and other 
counties hit hard by the snows- 
torm would be eligible for the 
disaster assistance funds which 
at present have been denied. 
McCall said. 


However, a spokesman for the 


state police emergency services 
division in Lansing said yester- 
day it is unlikely that Carter 
would declare 
Michigan a 


disaster area because the state 
did not experience the heavy 
property damage and loss of life 
normally associated with a 
major disaster.

Kehoe said the defense had

Kehoe said the defense 
stated. 


Miss Armstrong was stabbed 


to death in her home, 1209 Lane 
drive. She was the daughter of 
Mr. and Mrs. Donald W. Arms- 
trong and a nurse's assistant at 
Memorial hospital. 


Figlus, of 912 Botham avenue, 


had spent the night preceding 
Miss Armstrong's death in the 
Armstrong home as the guest of 
Miss Armstrong's brother, ac- 
cording to St. Joseph police. 


Figlus is being held at the

center.

An effort by some law- 


makers to crackdown on 
safety rules governing fuel- 
carrying tankers on Michigan 
highways got a shot in the 
arm yesterday when three 
separate tanker accidents, 
including one at Scottdaie. 
occurred. 


Nearly 3.TOI gallons of fuel 


oil was spilled yesterday 
morning on US-33, Hoyalton 
township, when a hitch on an 
oil tanker became unbolted 
causing it to break free and 
overturn. 


No one was injured but a 


half-mile strvtch of road from 
the Scottdale intersection of 
IS II and US-33 north to 
Miners road was closed for 
eight hours 
while crews 


cleaned up. 


In early November, an oil 


tanker slid on ice off the 
bridge at Bemen Springs, 
ending up in the SI. Joseph 
river. No one was injured and 
the tanker was empty 


However, according to the 


Associated Press, near De- 
troit, two people were hospi- 
talized today with injuries 


suffered 
when a propane 


tanker truck crashed through 
a freeway ramp guardrail, 
crushed a car on the highway 
beneath, 
exploded 
and 


burned. 


The truck driver, 54-year- 


old Merlon Bccler of Lima, 
Ohio, was in critical condition 
in the University of Michigan 
Burn Center in Ann Arbor. 
Hospital officials sai he had 
burns o\er 91} per cent of his 
body. 


Kenneth Sweeney, 37, of

Questionable Economy 
On Somerlayton Bridge 


- Highways and where necessary'the 
bridges to carry them over natural 
;declivities can not be built for all time 
•;if only for the reason that changing 
•conditions greatly affect their location. 
' When, however, it becomes neces- 
'Sary lo repair, replace or relocate 
those structures, the guiding prin- 
ciple, we have assumed, is to ac- 
complish the job with the minimum 
possible adversity to the locality in 
which the work is to be performed. 


Five years ago the State Highway 


Department emphasized that principle 
in the announcement that replacing 
the deteriorating Somerlayton bridge 
which takes M-139 over the St. Joseph 
river from Scottdale northerly through 
Benton Harbor would be done • by 
building a new structure immediately 
upstream or east. Following its cons- 
truction the old bridge would be torn 
down. 


The 1977 game plan reverses the 1972 


judgment. 


'The Department, speaking through 


a route engineer, is saying the better 
system is to wreck the old bridge and 
build anew at its present site. . 


The Department gives three reasons 


• for its change of mind. 
.-.The Army Engineers might balk at 
new obstructions on the river's banks.

Every business establishment along 


M-139 from Scottdale to the Pipestone 
road intersection better arrange some 
extremely favorable financing from 
th^ friendly family banker because it 
will need that cushion to see it through 
365 or more lean days of waiting for a 
customer to wheel up to its doors. 


The response of public safety or- 


ganizations normally using M-139 to 
check into fires, accidents and crimes 
will become less effective. 


In a word, one of the county's most 


flourishing sectors will be converted 
into-a man-made desert. 


If the Department can bridge the St. 


Joseph river between Benton Harbor 
and St. Joseph without blocking off 
Main and Wayne streets, we fail to 
comprehend 
why 
the 
same 


replacement of an outmoded facility 
cannot be done at the Somerlayton 
crossing. 


At a protest meeting conducted Sa- 


turday by M-139 businessmen, State 
Rep. 
Harry Cast tossed out the 


suggestion the Department might be 
lofting a trial balloon which can be 
punctured by public outcry. 


This is optimism of the oblique type. 
The very fact of propounding the 


change is more sobering.

Department has given no thought 
whatever to the Lansing litany that the 
Michigan economy needs all the help it 
can find. 


That economy and this includes our 


area needs road crossings, not road 
blocks. . 


Public Not Responding 
To Recalls For Defects 


Although the federal government 


has established elaborate mechanisms 
lo demand recall for repair of any 
product it considers dangerous to the 
consumer, and has exercised these 
powers repeatedly, only a small frac- 
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lion of the products involved have been 
returned for repair. 


A prime example was the recall is- 


sued -two years ago on 427,000 color 
television sets because of a potential 
hazard from radiation "five to 25 
times the maximum allowable." Des- 
pite widespread publicity on this 
recall, two letters to owners of the sets 
by the manufacturer — and the fact 
the necessary adjustments cost the 
consumer nothing — more than 60 per 
cent of the sets have not been brought 
in by their owners. 


And that was one of the better re- 


turns on recalled products. The Con- 
sumer Product Safety Commission is 
the prime recall agency of govern- 
ment. Of the 33 million items listed for 
recall in the commission's four-year 
history, only 19 per cent have been re- 
turned by their owners for repair. 


It isn't for lack of bureaucratic 


staffing, 
or 
cooperation 
by 
the 


manufacturers or publicity that the 
recall effort has demonstrated such 
ixior results. The public simply is not 
responding.

The Chikaming Township 


Planning Commission is by law 
given the responsibility to keep 
the zoning ordinance up lo date 
as well as to interpret it 
through 
practical 
property 


decisions. 


We prepafed a revision or the 


zoning ordinance which came 
up for a vote on Feb. 5. There 
are approximately 2,250 voters 
in Chikaming Township, yet 
only 822 voters turned out. The 
ordinance revision was defeat- 
ed 421 to 377 and we now revert 
back to the old ordinance. This 
means that the people in any 
platted -subdivision. such as 
Bethany Beach, .Union Pier, or 


Shorewood Hills, will not be 
allowed to wreck and replace 
houses in those areas. Horses 
\\ill not be allowed on the lake 
side of I-fH. There are again no 
specific 
controls 
on' large 


developers who might come 
into the area once the sewers 
are in. Trailer parks and 
mobile home parks again have 
Ihe 
possibility 
of 
being 


developed in any area of the 
township except residential 'A. ^ 
There are again no limits on' 
the height of buildings, and 
high-rise apartments become a 
future 
possibility 
on 
the 


lakefront. The Board of Ap- 
peals is also again not allowed 
to 
be 
flexible 
in 
many: 


Book Burning 


Aroma Arises 


For those who have a serious 


. interest in civil liberties in this 


country., two rather nasty little 
situations are now shaping up. 
Both will be worth'monitoring. 


The first involves Robert 


Moss, a brilliant young British 
political journalist, a close ad- 
visor to Tory leader Margaret 
Thatcher, and, as it happens, a 
friend of mine. 


A couple of years ago, Moss, 


who has written several books 
and covered foreign affairs for 
tiie 
Economist 
magazine, 


published here and in England a 
hook entitled "Chile's Marxist 
Experiment." Moss is an expert 
on the various modes of Mar- 
xism, and his book is highly 
critical of the Allende regime. 


Last month, the Manchester 


Guardian published a front- 
page article claiming that 
Moss's book on Chile had been 
subsidized indirectly by the 
CIA, the CIA money passing 
through a now defunct news 
service called Forum World 
Features. So far. this claim has 
been neither proved nor refuted, 
but no one has" charged that 
Moss knew anything about the 
alleged CIA money. 


There now arises on the floor 


of Congress the distinct aroma 
of book burning. Rep. Don Ed- 
wurds. a liberal Democrat from 
California, charges -that the 
publication iif Moss's book in 
the I- .S. could be a "serious 
violation of the First Amend- 
ment." Yes. that is actually 
what he said. 


N'nw Don Edwards is not just 


any run-of-the-mill Congress- 
man. 
He is chairman of the 


House .ludiciary Committee's 
subcommittee on Civil and Con- 
.stitutional Rights. His words 
therefore carry some weight. 


And. in fact, ho does appear to 


moan that Hie very "publica- 
tion" of Moss's i>ook somehow 
violates the First Amendment, , 
nonsrnsif.il though that may 
seem, for he goes on to explain: 
"The 
First 
Amendment 


guarantees the free How of in- 
formation which is entitled to be 
unpolluted by secret govern- 


ment propaganda." 


The First Amendment ob- 


viously does no such thing. It 
explicitly states that Congress, 
that is. Rep. Edwards, shall 
keep its sticky- hands off wha- 
tever free men, in their wisdom 
or lack of it, choose to write. 
Rep. 
Edwards 
appears ,to 


believe that the First Amend- 
ment authorizes him to decide 
what is "polluted" and what is 
not. 


To be sure, the CIA may have 


violated its charter if the 
allegations turn out to be true. 
But that has nothing to do with 
Moss. As a scholar, he might, 
for example, have been sub- 
sidized by the Ford Foundation, 
or even the Federal National 
Endowment for the Humanities. 
His book, any book, should be 
assessed on grounds of fact and 
logic, not its auspices. 
. It will be interesting to see 
how many freedom-of-the-press 
people leap to Moss's defense or 
denounce Rep. Edwards. 


In the second nasty episode, 


former Ambassador to Chile, 
Edward Korry, -a distinguished 
journalist before entering the 
diplomatic service, says he may 
leave the U.S. because he now 
cannot get a job in journalism 
or public service. He is "taint- 
ed" by Chile. 


Perhaps Woody Allen/ nill 


turn his attention to this, now 
that he has finished his epic 
about black-listed Communists. 


Former Ambassador Korry 


also charges that although 
Nixon did work to frustrate and 
overthrow Allende, the two 
previous administrations had 
also been deeply involved in 
Chilean politics. He charges 
that the Frank Church commit- 
tee, 
investigating the CIA. 


covered up the activities of the 
Kennedy and Johnson Adminis- 
trations in order to make Nixon 
look uniquely evil. 


The assault on Robert Moss's 


rights as a writer is hereby 
recommended to the attention of 
Arthur Miller and the PEX 
club; the Frank Church com- 
mittee coverup to Messrs. 
Woodward and Bernstein. 


decisions. We are also back to 
the out-dated legal language 
that makes it much-more pos- 
sible for the ordinance to be 
challenged 
and 
possibly 


defeated in court, especially by 
those who wish to develop 
trailer courts. 


There are two developments 


now- in process which may have 
a great effect on the township 
and put pressure on the zoning 
ordinance. One is :the sewers. 
The second is the proposed 
race track in Three Oaks 
Township. The development of 
motels, trailer parks, 
and 


mobile home parks in a 
haphazard manner are one of 
our real concerns. 
. ..:

We are also confronted with 


the problem that parts of our 
ordinance are now in direct 
opposition to the state laws and 
thus some portions are illegal. 
This has to be changed. 


The major dissatisfaction as 


far as we can tell with our 
revision came over the changes 
we made on the zoning map of 
particular property. We heard 
very little criticism of the text. 
The criticism we have heard 
about not allowing residential 
housing to be built in com- 
mercial areas will have to be 
re-thought. 


However, I have difficulty 


believing that the defeat of the 
revision means that the people 
of the township do not care 
whether high-rises are built 
and big developers have no 
restrictions placed upon them 
or that there is no-concern lo 
solve the problems of existing 
subdivisions. 


Therefore, 
the 
Planning 


Commission will be going over 
the 
ordinance 
again 
and 


developing a procedure to 
present another revision to the 
Township Board. We shall do 
our best to develop a zoning 
map which is less objectiona- 
ble. One option is to present 
amendments to each section of 
the ordinance one at a time for 
the approval of the Chikaming 
Township Board. This option 
would mean a number of public 
hearings in the coming year 
beginning as soon as possible. 
The same option would be open 
to the public that \vas exercised 
this time. Petitions could be

Carter Choice 
Shuns 'People9 


Perhaps the most frequently 


used line in ihe 1970 presidential 
campaign was the proclamation 
used by then-Democratic can- 
didate Jimmy Carter at the 
dose of virtually every stump 
speech: 


"My relationship w-ith the 


people is where I get my coun- 
sel, my advice, my support. I 
owe 
the 
special 
interests 


nothing. I owe the 
people 


everything." 


Carter has sought to perpe- 


tuate 
that 
image 
of 
the 


"people's president" through 
the use of a handful of carefully 
selected, highly publicized ges- 
tures — sending his daughter 
Amy to a Washington public 
school, walking the entire route 
of the inaugural parade and 
stripping his White House staff 
of limousines for travel to and 
from work. 


But with far less hoopla and 


fanfare,- Carter has acquiesced 
to the wishes of the "special 
interests" of agribusiness in a 
matter of considerably more 
substance and import to the 
American people — selection of 
an 
Assistant 
Secretary of 


Agriculture for Marketing and 
Consumer Services, Ihe federal 
official perhaps most important 
to the country's consumers of 
food. 
: 


The holder of that title has 


direct responsibility for all

New 240-Slip Marina 
Plan Aired In S J Twp. 


The St. Joseph township board of trustees last night heard that 


a group of private investors has purchased the Walter Hornack 
property on the St. Joseph river between West Empire avenue and 
West May street for development of a 240-slip, million-dollar-plus 
marina. 


The project received support last Wednesday from the board of 


directors of the Economic Development Corp. of Berrien county, 
Charles Schrenk, county economic developer told township trus- 
tees last night. Schrenk said financing would be through up to Jl 2 
million in tax exempt revenue bonds, allowable because of needs 


- in Berrien county to alleviate unemployment. 


Schrenk said one of. the investors is Walter Clements, a partner 


in Fister and Clements Real Estate Co. Schrenk said investors 
purchased the site just south of the Rivenlew drive-Empire in- - 
tersection from Walter Hornack. The property is just south of 
Benton Harbor city limits. 
The list of owners will be made public by them at a later time, 
Schrenk said. He said plans call for 240 boat slips. Schrenk said 
numerous governmental bodies must be involved, starting today 
with a similar presentation by him to the Berrien county planning 
commission. 


Others involved will be the Berrien county board of commis- 


sioners, the St. Joseph township planning commission and St. 
Joseph township board of trustees, Schrenk said. The economic 


development corporation can issue bonds after appropriate 
governmental approval. 


Clements, contacted hy phone, said he is one of eight new owiiers 


of the 17-acre site. Clements also confirmed that Mr. and Mrs. 
William Nielsen of Stevensville. who planned a marina on the 
same.site in 1974 and again last June, are also among the owners. 
Clements declined to name the others, saying early publicity in 
past marina efforts had a negative effect. Clements did say some 
of the owners are local residents and others reside away from the 
area. 


Schrenk said the revenue bonds are income tax exempt for those 


who purchase them, but the marina owners would pay property 
taxes on their marina to the township. Schrenk said said the bonds 
usually run for 10 to 20 years, although the bonds could be issued 
up to 40 years. 


Schrenk said the marina would be incentive to create new job- 


s—about seven. He said a marina also would have "a rippling af- 
fect" on the local economy, aiding motels, gasoline stations and 
other businesses. Schrenk said it was the job incentives that drew 
formal assistance- in a resolution of the county Economic 
Development Corp. 


Another marina development surfaced last week when the St. 


Joseph city harbor authority accepted a plan for a 70-slip inarina 
that would be built on the mainland side of the Morrison channel.

For example, one of the 
more popular verses in the 
I950*s and early 1960's reads: 
"There's someone who means 
more to me than words can ever 
say,/ Someone who brings hap- 
piness into my life each day,/ A 
sonwone' sweet who always 
makes my life seem bright and 


sunny,/ My one and only Valen- 
tine — the girl I love . . . You, 
Honey." 


Last year a card which proved 


to be twice as popular said 
simply; "Sweetheart — Just to 
know you love me ... 
is all I 


need to know. Happy Valen- 
tine's Day with love." 


A short verse in the 1977 line, 


entitled 
"Something Called 


Love," is typical of today's way 
of communicating. The verse on 
the card's cover says: "When 
there's someone, one someone, 
who makes your days brighter,/ 


makes your joys greater, mak^s 
your heart lighter,/ Someone, 
one someone, you want so to 
sharu with,/ do everything with, 
go everywhere with,/ Someone, 
one someone, you want to live 
for — you have something called 
love."

appetite, but poor weight gain, 
and clubbing (enlargement) of 
fingertips. Suspecting parents 
are directed to consult their 


local physician.

CF is an inherited disease for

The 
mucus may also interfere with 
digestion by preventing the flow 
of enzymes into the small intes- 
tine, causing malasorption of 
food. 


Though both parents must be 


carriers of the CF gene, one in 
twenty persons in the United 
States is such a carrier. In 
Michigan alone, there are 
nearly one-half million such 
carriers. At present there is ho 
definite test to determine; a 
carrier of the CF gene.

It could be discouraging —

The role conceals the beauty 


of the earth woman, but she's 
grateful to be working — 90 per 
cent of the acting population in 
England is unemployed, she 
says — and the space role is a 
challenge. Then, too, men may 
not always be the favored sex at 
the box office as they are today. 
In the meantime, women accept 
roles that may not show off their 
special talents or beauty. 


"It is really difficult to be 


alien and attractive," she says 
of her role as a slinky space 
woman, even though she loves 
it. "It takes one and a quarter 
hours to make up for it. I arrive 
on the set at 7 a.m. and work 


until 5:1*0 or so. and several 
nights a week 1 work much 
later. 


"I found myself drifting to 


television, mostly with BBC, 
because things are still pretty 
tight for women in plays and 
movies. There is almost a 10 to I 
ratio of men to women, even in 
television, and some of the bis- 
gest female names cannot really 
carry a film on their name' 
alone. They need to be teamed 
with outstanding mate stars 
such as Steve McQueen or 
George Segal." 


At one time Miss Schell 


thought this situation was due to 
prejudice at the studio level, but 
she now thinks the public "hap- 
pens to prefer being entertained 
more by men than by women." 
Why, she doesn't know. But 
studios "no longer nurture their 
female stars as they did once 
when 
they 
wrote 
special 


vehicles for them and promoted 
them lo the hiit. 


"But it is probably all to the 


good when you think how many 
movie stars have been hurt by 
the promotions. For example. 
Marilyn Monroe found it hard to 
live up to the image that had 
been set for her," she adds.

- When a child has "nursing 
bottle mouth," the teeth will 
literally have decayed to the 
gumline. Even two and three- 
year-old children can have this 
problem. The culprit is that 
comforting bottle of fruit juice 
or formula given at bedtime.

approximately six months of 
age — they are susceptible to 
decay. 


When sugary liquids are 


taken in the bottle, the bacteria! 
plaque that forms continuously 
on everyone's teeth combines to 
form acids that attack the- 
enamel of the teeth. Continued, 
frequent acid attacks eventually 
cause tooth decay. 


When a child is awake, the 


saliva washes much of the sugar 
and acid out of the mouth. At 
night, however, saliva produc- 
tion is decreased, allowing the

They Get 
Their Gas 
For Free 


LAMONT, Mich. (AP) — 


Nearly 
25 Ottawa 
County 


families have something most 
Michigan residents would relish 
during the century's coldest 
winter — a free natural gas 
supply. 


But that supply is limited and 


can be cut off when freezing 
temperatures 
block ' their 


homemade gas lines. 


The gas comes as>a byproduct 


o£ crude oil extracted from a 
nearby marginal oil field. 


"We don't get that much gas. 


We only have enough to heat our 
kitchen, living room and dining 
room. We don't have any heat at 
all in our bedroom," reported 
Lyle Wells, ojmer of a cattle 
farm in Tallmadge Township. 


Gas for. the Wells home comes 


from five wells on his 300 acres 
and is brought to the house by 
more than a mile of plastic pipe. 


But Wells said he must patrol 


that pipeline every other day 
seeking ice built up when water 
in the gas contacts the freezing 
air. 


The free gas is part of a lease 


Wells has with Jack Goodale, 
who operates 150 oil wells in the 
so-called Walker Field. That 
21-square-mile field used to 
pump thousands of gallons of 
crude oil every day when the 
field was at its peak in the 1930s. 


Today, Goodale said he is 


luck)1 to pump 1.25 barrels (just 
over 90 gallons) of oil per day 
from each well. "A lot of my 
wells don't even pump out 
enough gas to make it worth my 
while selling it. That's why I let 
the property owners keep it," 
Goodale "explained.

healing contractor install the $6 
device on the furnace in his own 
Okemos home this week, but he 
cautioned other homeowners not 
to try to install the device 
themselves. 


Estimates of installation costs 


run from $20-10.

Detroit company that sells the 
device, and from which Rails 
got his, says he doesn't recom- 
mend the device. Instead, the 
company official says he tries to 
dissuade 
homeowners 
from 


buying them because they are 
just experimental. 


The flue restrictor does not 


yet have the approval of the 
American Gas Association and 
most home heating contractors 
probably wilTrefuse to install it 


for that reason, said Robert 


an Assche, president of the De- 
troit Safety Furnace Pipe Co. 


"There is a chance you'd res- 


trict the flue too much, that 
carbon monoxide would enter 
the home, you'd get somebody 
dead and then you'd have a 
helluva suit on your hands," 
Van Assche said. 


The flue restrictor, otherwise 


known as a blast gate, is ins- 
talled in the flue pipe which 
runs from the furnace to the 
chimney 
and reduces 
the 


amount of heat which escapes 
through the chimney when the 
furnace is off. If more heat can 
be saved, less gas is needed. 


It is one of five devices being 


tested by Michigan Consolidat- 
ed Gas Co. this winter as a po- 
tential flue-saving device. A 
spokesman said while it holds 
promise, it also holds some 
danger and must be installed by 
a highly trained contractor. 


Van Assche said the blast 


gates have been manufactured 
for years for use in industrial 
blow pipes to restrict the flow of 
air.

Drug Use Not Entrapment 
| 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) — It is not entrapment if police officers 


illegally take drugs to gain a suspect's confidence leading to a 
drug arrest, the state Court of Appeals has ruled. The court 
upheld the Oakland County Circuit Court conviction of a man on 
charges of delivery- of a controlled substance after two police 
officers joined him in smoking "hash oil." The officers took the 
drug in order to gain the man's confidence, the court said. A week 
later, the man, Joseph Moore, sold the undercover officers 1,000 
tablets of phencyclidine, according to court testimony. Moore's 
attorney argued on appeal that it was entrapment for the officers 
to join the man in taking drugs. But the appeals court said it is 
entrapment only if the action tends to induce or incite the crime. 
It said the officers' action in the case did not induce the crime.

million gallons a day is going down the drain. While Northern 
California and other areas of the West face a drought, city of- 
ficials here are trying to decide what to do with the surplus 
water that gushes from Sti artesian wells thaU served early 
settlers. The wells aren't hooked into the city's water system 
and there is no way to shm them off. "The water is under 
pressure, and if you cap the well it will seop out through 
cracks in the earth or in other ways," said ten Ksieb, city 
utilities superintendent. The water is. piped into the city's 
sewage system, taxing the municipal treatment plant. The 
City of Tumwater and its mo>t famous resident — tlir Olympia 
Brewing Co. — draw all their wali-r from ark-Man wells. The 
wells an- the reason the brewery was put there. The city uses 
up to three million gallons a day.

Fish Dying Of Oxygen 


Starvation In Midwest

A silent tragedy is under way 


in", the Upper Midwest as 
millions ot fish smother, vic- 
tims of one of the driest 
summers in decades and a 
viciously cold winter. 


In 
Iowa, Minnesota 
and 


Michigan, dozens of shallow na- 
tural lakes have been opened to 
"promiscuous fishing," allow- 
ing anglers to take unlimited 
quantities of all fish by any 
means short of poison or 
dynamite. 


The fish are dying of oxygen 


starvation. Conservation 
of- 


ficials say the first to go are the 
gamcfish; the survivors if any, 
will be carp and other rough 
fish. 


The officials believe it is bet- 


ter that the fish be harvested 


now rather than simply rot. 


"It's a combination of low 


water, thick ice, a heavy snow 
cover and excessrve decaying 
vegetation," said Jerry Conlcy, 
superintendent of fisheries for 
the Iowa Conservation Commis- 
sion. 


The oxygen supply in the 


water is decreasing because 
sunlight cannot get through the 
thick ice and heavy snow to the 
live plants that produce oxygen 
through 
photosynthesis, he 


explained. 


The problem is compounded 


by the drought-induced low 
water levels that force the fish 
to compete in a smaller 
universe, and by abnormally 
heavy concentrations of decay- 
ing plant matter which consume 
the oxygen. The high levels of

; Scott also saw the possibility of adding 13 more million fish 
through a new federal hatchery, the remodeling of state hatcheries 
aod Hie addition of rearing ponds.The hatchers' work will continue, 
but it seems reasonable to assume UK additional capacity won't 
have salmon as a top priority. 


:lt would appear that Tanner's edict is in direct conflict with the 


fishery division plans, but Scott says the director's decision "fits 
in precisely with my planning 
the director and I have talked 


about this and we are in complete accord." 


The director wants to halt further passage of fish until there is 


a complete biological, social and economic assessment of the im- 
pact of opening up more salmon waters. "I agree we ought to solve 
these problems before we get too far along," adds Scott, who is 
still "aiming for increased production." 


Some of the streams irhicn w ill be off-limits to salmon could still

"Bluegills and other panfish 


are so common that even people 
who catch a good-sized one 
might think to himself, 'Oh 
well, it's just another big 
bluegill,' and be done with it as 
far as boasting goes," says 


Frankenberger. "But a one- 
pound bluegill qualifies for a 
Master Angler Award; the state 
record is only two pounds, 10 
ounces. I'd bet that a bigger 
bluegill than that will be caught 
somewhere in Michigan this 
winter, and be eaten." 


Frankenberger's pessimism 


'is based on fact. Since the big- 
fish awards program was .start- 
ed in 1973, only 41 Master 
Angler kudos went to people 
catching bluegills. In com- 
parison, 149 went to bass

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Is Birth Control 
Real Solution To 
Blackbird Boom?

UKJISVILLE. Ky. (AP) — Frustrated state officials who've 


tried tu intimidate, frww.1 and poison millions of blackbirds 
thai wintw in Kentucky are now eyeing birth control as a 
solution. 


This winter, several million emvbirds, starlings, jjriicklos 


and oilier speck's of blackbird died after a helicopter doused 
tiffin as they slept with a chemical determent that left them 
vulnerable to cold weather. Several thousand birds in oilier 
counties ate poison bait and died. 


But killing a few thousand when there's an estimated 30 


million roosting and cackling in the stale doesn't put much of 
a dent in the bird population. 


Colmrn Gayle, head of the state's Division of Pest and No- 


xious Weed Control, says the only answer may be birth control. 


The birds leave in early spring, so officials are planning now 


for iwxl year. They've put bands on the less of many birds, so 
they know the same ones — and their offspring — come back 
to the same mists and each year the problem worsens. 


There's a hitch in the birth control idea. The birth control 


pellets the slate wants to spread in feed lots next year have 
been approved only for use on pigeons. 


Gayle said it works on those ancient enemies of statues and 


hatless heads, but the federal Environmental Protection 
Agency must say it's okay to use the pellets on blackbirds. 
Gayle is trying to obtain approval. 


The pellets, which look like chicken feed, contain hormones 


similar to those in human birlhcontrol pills. When birds eat 
the pellets, the females become sterile for about six months, 
long enough to cause a reduction in the bird population. 


The state will use the pellets this year on pigeons, which 


Gayle said are posing a threat to a number of bridges in 
Kentucky. Their droppings tend to corrode bridges and that 
forces tlie state to paint the structures more often. 


Tlwrnigrating blackbirds, which help farmers in the north 


during summer months by devouring insects that feed on 
crops, are blamed for large agricultural losses in Kentucky. 


"If we could achieve six-month sterility over a period of 


time, we could reduce very humanely the numbers of black- 
birds returning to Kentucky," Gayle said. 


Not everyone agrees. 
"Frankly, I don't see anything in the near future where this 


is going to be much of a help," said Dr. Burt Monroe Jr., head 
of the biology department of the University of Louisville and a 
bird expert, "It would reduce the population of anything that 
ate it. Bulrthese birds are prolific. There is a potential you 
could control them that way, but you'd have to do it every 
year." 


Meanwhile, the City of Lexington has a partial solution, for 


pigeons, anyhow. It's sponsoring a pigeon trapping program, 
and the birds are offered free of charge to anyone who wants to 
eat them. City officials say there are a lot of takers, and 
they've even suggested some ideas on how to cook them. 


Despite the children's rhyme about four and 20 blackbirds 


baked in a<"pie, those .critters aren't considered edible.

Ford Cuts Car Prices 


DETROIT (AP) — Ford Motor Co. is trimming base prices on 


its small cars by up to $50 in hopes of rekindling greater 
consumer interest in that segment or the market. At the same 
lime, Ford announced Monday, prices for large optional eight- 
cylinder engines are being boosted by up to $98 to encourage 
buyers to stay with the smaller, lower-priced and more fuel 
efficient standard engines. Ford is the third U.S. automaker to 
initiate some form of price reduction on its small cars in an effort 
to perk up sales. Subcompact and compact car sales have been 
sluggish, while sales of many larger cars have been running at 
record levels. Ford said base prices will be reduced on all small 
cars, including the Ford Pinto, Mustang II. Maverick and 
Granada, and the Mercury Bobcat, Comet and Monarch. Reduc- 
tions will range from |22 on the Ptnto Pony two-door sedan, which 
now will list for $3,077, to $50 on the Granada, which now will sell 
for $3.960. The prices do not include options, taxes or shipping 
charges, and dealers may quote lower prices at their discretion. 


Edison Gets Go-Ahead 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) — Detroit Edison Co. has been given the 


go-ahead to sell a 20 per cent share of its unfinished Fermi 11 
nuclear plant to two rural electric cooperatives. The joint venture, 
the first in Michigan utility history-, was approved in principle 
Monday by the state Public Service Commission. The new plan is 
intended to help Edison finish the Fermi plant near Monroe. It has 
been stalled since 1974 because of lack of money. It shouUPalso 
mean cheaper power for the cooperatives, which sett-ice 106,030 
customers in central and northern Lower Michigan. Cooperatives 
that will pay 20 per cent of the construction costs of the Fermi 
plant are Northern Michigan Electric Cooperative. Inc.. of Boyne 
City and Wolverine Electric Cooperative, Inc., of Big Rapids. In 
exchange for their money — estimated to total about $200 million 
eventually — they will get electric power from the Fermi plant at 
cheaper rates than they could produce it themselves.
